Aided by the efforts of his brother 
Percy, and of his father Dr. William 
Saunders, Sir Charles, in 1907; orig- 
inated the famous Marquis wheat:

NOTES FROM VERMILION 
‘SQHOOL OF AGRICULTURE 


' fhe month of July has been a par- 
ticularly busy one at the Vermilion 
School of Agriculture. Field Days, 
Short Courses and District Meetings 


have brought over 1200 visitors and 


students to the School of Aigricul- 
ture. Activities for the morth includ- 
ed Re-union of V.S.A. graduates, 
Short Course for School Fair Win- 
ners, Short Course for Farm Men 
amd Farm Women, Social Creait 
picnic, Field Day for Junior Grain 
Clubs, District Convention of the 
Women’s Institute and the Agricul- 
tural Society’s Camp. for Boys and 
Girls. 

At the annual re-union of the 
V.S.A. Alumni there were present 
representatives of graduating class- 
es of almost every year since 1916 
and of nearly every district in cen- 
‘tral and northern Allberta. There 
have been some 600 graduates from 
|this school since 1915 when it opened 
under the principalsnip of E. A. 
Howes, now Dean of Agriculture at 
the University of Alberta. Many of 
the graduates are now prosperous 
farmers in various districts of Al- 
berta where: their practices com- 
mand respect throughout the com- 
munity, while others have advanced 
tto prominent positions in research 
and other activities related to Scien- 
tific Agriculture.

Whole-hearted response to the 
request for people to clean up their 
fields and lots and roads of noxious 
weeds should be forth-coming from 
every property owner. The curse of 
Canada Thistle and Perennial Sow 
Thistle throfighout the districe ig 
spreading rapidly and if not checked 
will be the cause of the abandon- 
ment of much valuable property in 
the district. 

Many of us think we are doing a 


great favor to our neighbor when 


we take care of our own weeds. 
Probably we are, but at the sume 
time, if every one does not keep 
weeds in check, every property own- 
er in the district suffers. Land loses 
much of its saleable value. if it be- 
comes infested with weeds, and too, 
a heavy stand of weeds robs the soll 
of moisture that might othenwise be 
preserved for growing crops. 

Give this. question your whole- 
hearted support and get your neigh- 
bor to do the same. In a district 


“like ours we should be the freest 


of weeds of any district in Atverta. 
If we.are not, there’s a reason, and 
it-is to our advantage to remove 
that reason and clean up the district 
especially as owing to the late rains 
the pests are growing with sucn 
rapidity. 


AID OR 
RELIEF 


(The National Hmployment Com- 
mission suggests that the indiscrim- 
inate use of the word “relief” be re- 
placed by a more intelligent unaer- 
methods by which 


has the relief business very effective- 
ly. 

In June, 1936, there were in the 
Dominion of Canada, 1,065,000 per- 
sons reported as being in receipr of 


direct “relief” provided jointly by | 


the Dominion, the provinces, and the 
municipalities. For June, 1937, the 
authoritative estimate made by the 
Dominion Departments of Labour 
with the co-operation of the provin- 
‘cial Governments is 932,000 persons 
in. receipt of relief. The reduction 
during the year is encouraging but 
the total figure of 932000 persons is 
not much help in solving the critical 
problem of returning people to a 
self-supporting basis. 

Are there 932,000 persons unem- 
ployed and in receipt of relief? By 
no means—not unless one is willing 
to speak of infants, school children, 
| wives, farmers working from sunrise 
ito sunset, and many groups incapa- 
ble of employment as being unem- 
ployed. Certainly no one is going to 
attempt to find jobs for these 
groups. Under reasonable interpre- 


tation of the word unemployed, only 
& small. fraction of the 932,000 is to 
*‘|be go classed. 

It is high time. we started cutting 
things by their right names. Let us 
reserve the term “relief” for ‘ita 
original meaning in this country, the 
help given by. municipalities, with or 
without the assistance of the prov- 
ince, or by private agencies, to the 
indigent poor and unfortunate. Let 
us apply the term “assistance” to 
help given under pre-determined 
conditions to particular groups by 
separate statutes such as Mothers’ 
Allowances and Old’ Age Pensions. 
The.term, ATD,- should be used to 
describe the type of help to ‘which 
the Dominion contributes. If we are 
to see the divisions and the magni- 
tude of the problem before us, we 
must further divide AID into Unem- 
ployment Aid for those who are un- 
employed, Occupational Aid for 
workers on their own who have lost 
their occupation or their earnings 
from it, and Agricultural Aid for 
farmers who still have their farms 
and their occupation, but, because 
of drought or other misfortune, are 
without income.

It 
is these differences in cost to tne 
consumer which result in the lower 
tax content per gasoline dollar in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, for in- 
stance, than in Ontario, in spite of 
the fact that the rate of gasoline tax 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan is a 
cent higher. 

Because of the higher prices in the 
western provinces, due to higher 
freight rates, higher crude costs, the 
consumer doesn’t get as many gal- 
lons for his dollar.

Visitor to Alberta 
Says Weeklies Not 


I. H. Jensen, a newspaper man 
from Boone, Iowa, who has_ been 
visiting in the Cayley district, prais- 
es the weekly newspapers of Alberta 
but says they should be given much 
better support. Following is an ex- 
tract of a statement made by Mr. 
Jensen and published in the High 
River Times: 

‘I have seen several of your 
newspapers in Alberta and they are 
of a very high standard. I cer- 
tainly compliment your weekly here, 
but you are laboring under very 
hard conditions. It would seem that 
up here the weekly press is still on 
a gort of charity basis, without the 
|/businessmen of the town realizing 
how important a medium the news- 
paper is, the most impprtant eae 
jment of any community. 

{ “In our state the press is on 4 
substantial assured footing, and its 
importance is fully recognized It 
has sources of revenue apparently 
denied to the newspapers of Alberta. 
For one thing the town council 
minutes complete, are paid for. 
That ig compulsory. It is the busi- 
iness of the taxpayer to know what 
‘his money is going for, and_ the 
service of publication has a definite 
monetary value. Municipal counct! 
meetings would go under the same 
head. ‘Then we have a county ad- 
ministration for roads, parks, etc. A 
report of each meeting of this board 
is required to be issued in the papers 
having largest circulatjon, and tnis 
copy is paid for at a good rate. 
Nothing legal can be done without 
| publication in the newspapers. The 


‘banks must issue periodic state- 
|ments. And added to that is the 
‘good general advertising of mer- 
chandise. 


“The room for improvement that 
/I can see in the Alberta press, is a 
recognition by the public of its vital 
|importance to the community, and 
\the necessity for its maintenance. 
This is realized by our governing 
bodies, who go on the principle that 
the business of the pegple should be 
made available to the people through 
|the press, and that this service is 
legitimate expenditure. With us, the 
press is a great controlling body, 
disciplined within its own onganiza- 
tion—serving as best it can to pro- 
mote any good fause and maintain 
honest standards. But reports of 
buiessns porceedings are reckoned as 
having a cash value, to the com- 
munity. I confess I do not see how 
you continue to publish such a high 
standard of newspaper with such

LIPOID PNEUMONIA 


By his inventiveness man is constantly ¢reating new hazards for him- 
self and his family. Here is one of them: lippid pneumonia. It seems that 
nature did not intend our lungs to cope with oil substances. Our intes- 
tines can digest animal and vegetable fats and do not seem to be harmed 
by mineral oils so long as these are pure. But the lungs cannot digest 
fats and cannot get rid of any kind of oil. The effort to do so results in 
inflammation and inflammation of the lungs is pnewmonia. 

Lipoid pneumonia, according to present knowledge, is chiefly a 
disease of young children. The helpless mites suffer large doses of oily 
nose drops from well meaning relatives; oil runs down the windpipe and 
collects in droplets in the lungs. Usually the resulting pneumonia is local. 
No doubt the baby is sick but the cause of its sickness remains un- 
suspected. Sometimes the pneumonia becomes general and the baby dies. 
Pneumonia is a common cause of death in infancy. Our knowledge of 
lipoid pneumonia is not yet sufficient to say how often it is a cause of 


death. 


But the risk is now plain enough to see. Nose drops should never be 
given to young children except by doctor’s orders and following carefully 
his directions. Nor should cod liver oil or caster oil or any other oil be 
forced down small protesting throats. That, too, may result in the danger- 
ous consequences of getting oil gnto the lungs.

This Week in Washington 


Washingitton.—The sudden death 
of Senator ‘“Joe’’ Robinson of Ark- 
ansas, leader of the Administration 
forces in the factional battle in the 
Senate over the President’s Supreme 
{Court project, resulted in intensify- 
ing the differences between the op- 
ponents of the plan and the adher- 
ents of Mr, Roosevelt, 

The situation precipitated by the 
Court fight is being likened by old- 
time political observers to the split 
in the Republican party which arose 
in Congress in 1909. ‘The “Insur- 
gent” movement which began in that 
year was not so much a revolt 
against President Taft as against 
the entire Republican party leader- 
ship. 
It resulted in splitting the party 
wide open, bringing Theodore Roose- 
velt back into political life as a 
third-party candidate in 1912, on the 
Progressive or “Bull Moose” ticket, 
and the election of Woodrow Wilson, 
the first Democratic presidential 
victory for twenty years. 

Wear of Party Split 

(The fear that the present split in 
the Democratic party may have as 
great political consequences as the 
Republican split of 1912 had is open- 
ly voiced. It is used. ag an argument 
for loyal Democrats to support the 
President, whatever their personal 
convictions. 

Equally open are the expressiors 
by Democratic opponents of another 
deep-rooted fear, the fear that the 
President’s court program woulu 
pave the road toward something like 
an American version of Fascism, by 
concentrating power in the hands of 
the Executive and opening the door 
for a “totalitarian state,” in which 
control of all acts of all citizens 
would be centered in Washington 
and the rights of the people would 
be subordinated to the will of gov- 
ernment. 

‘To the Democrats in both Houses | 
of Congress who believe that is the 


punpose, or at least the probable 
effect of the President’s plan, the 
situation calls for a choice of loyal- 
ties. They can either go along with 
the President for the sake of party 
harmony and future yictories at the 
polls or they can maintain that their 
rirst loyalty is not to the party and 
is leader but to the nation and its 
people. 

Robinson Loyal to Inna 

Senator Robinson chose the course 
of political loyalty. Those closest in 
his confidence say that he did not 
like the President’s court plan and 
particularly disliked the President’s 
failure to consult with him’ and 
other leaders of the Congressional 
majority before proposing it. But he 
vikWed his obligation as leader of the 
President’s party in the Senate in 
the tradtional American manner and 
set out to do the best he could for 
a measure which was personally re- 
pugnant to him, but which was 
politically expedient. 

He did succeed in getting the 
President to accept the Logan-Hatch 
bill, but that did not: lessen the vigor 
of the Opposition. So Joe Robinson 
died fighting for a cause in which 
his heart was not, a loyal party man 
to the end. 

(here is little doubt that Senator 
Robinson’s death can be ‘attributed 
in some measure to the deadly 
Washington climate, which has kill- 
ed scores of statesmen in the past: 
The direct cause of his death was 
heart failure, brought on by his un- 
tiring labors in behalf of the Court 
bill. Senator Copeland of New York, 
who practiced medicine for many 
years and is a sort of consulting 
physician to the Senate, warmed 
Senator Robinson, a week before he 
died, that he was flirting with death. 

Mr. Robinson was on the verge of 
collapse when he finished his first 
speech, opening the debate on the 
bill.
